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Response to Arguments 

1 . With regard to claim 5, the proposed amendment to the claim is not being 
entered and therefore the arguments are moot. 

2. With regard to claims 1 and 4, the Examiner admits that each individual 
reference does not teach the claimed invention by itself, but the Examiner respectfully 
submits that the claims are not rejected under 35 USC 102, but under 35 USC 103. 
Therefore, in response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one 
cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections 
are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 

USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 
1986). 

3. Furthermore, the Examiner has cited motivation within the secondary reference, 
Beyda, column 1 , lines 45 to 50 as to why such a combination would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made. As pointed out by 
Applicant, the system of Beyda is well known as it is from the mid 1990's and thus the 
Examiner submits that those of ordinary skill in the art would have known that the desire 
to reduce air time usage and congestion is known. In addition, by alerting a user when 
they initially entered an in-range area of awaiting messages and then using the 
system/method of Nokia to further notify the user of a summary of the message and 
then ultimately deliver the desired data types would allow progressive types of 
notifications and allow for different notifications for different types of messages, 
including multimedia messages, which may include various data types. 
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4. Therefore, the final rejections are maintained.
